The main item of interest as we write the Septeraher News sheet is tha't lUFOIC 
was conceived ten years ago this Octoher. The group has seen its share of ups and downs 
hut has persevered until today when we find interest in the subject widespread. 

Times have certainly changed since the group was formed. Today the phenomena 
seems to he more complex than could have been realised 10 years ago. There is interest 
at the scientific level in the United States and Prance and hopefully this approach may 
spread to other countries. 

Since the Centre was formed the nature of reports in Tasmania appears to have 
altered, sightings that once only happened in far away Americas or Europe now occur in 
places no further away then Runnymede. Gladstone, or the Derwent Valley. In early days 
sightings were almost exclusively of "nocturnal lights" hut in later years the Centre 
has handled more complex reports, cases of "automobile stoppings',' car pacings, and 
landings. 

The Centre will he participating in UPOCON'heing'held at Gosford NSW during 
Octoher, a meeting of responsible UPO groups that want to put the UPO phenomena in the 
public eye as a question that merits continuing scientific investigation. 

In the future the Centre will continue to record the facts on local sightings, 
passing on the details of unexplained low level reports to the Australian Centre for 
UPO Studies, who in turn send the reports to their parent body in the United States for 
analysis and computer programming. 

.SIGIITiNGS. 

Although last year produced m.ore unexplained sightings the Centre has still 
had plenty to do during the year. Since our last News sheet upwards of 40 sightings 
have been or are still being investigated 5 this compares with something like 30 cases 
in the 3 months June to August last year. 

12.5*75 hoi/rah. .Sydney visitor films strange ballon like object over Tranmere 
Hills, Black/grey colour, going slowly v/est, disappears behind 
hills. Reported to and under investigation by the RilAP. 

l8.6.75-HO'TRilH.. Family notice at 11pm a football object over Kingston, going- 
south for 15 secs; it then slowed and moved southwards for the 
next hour before fading, \lliitc body with red rim flashing. 

26 . 6.75 runnymede..M r D.Newall was returning home on the Tasman Hway a mile west 
of Runnymede when he stopped to look at lights over a roadside 
paddock.(7pm) He saw red flashing lights around the base of a 
dark grey oval. Estimated as l8ft in width and 40ft up some 4ooyds 
off the road. Mr Newall drove'^vhen the object approached. 

27*6.75 FAULKNER. .Under investigation still a report that a similar object was 

seen by motorist heading towards Granton. At 6pm a series of lights 
with a red seperatc light in the centre was over Mt Faulkner. 

16 . 7*75 CAE kb ELLTOUN..A milk tanker driver and his passenger were suprised to see 
a long or bus shaped object briefly pace their tanker at 8 . 05 pm 
when they were some 2 miles south of Campbelltown. TIhat at first 
looked like a star to the west suddenly came closer, appearing 
bigger and brighter with an orange colour beneath. It was estimated 
to be 200j’-ds avay from the roadside and was very low at this close 
approach appearing in front of a hillside as it paced the tanker 
for 20 seconds. It went out of sight to the south, tfhat looked 
like dark patches were seen along the side of the .object. Ten 
minutes later near Tunbridge the object reappeared from the west 
passing ahead of the tanker and was lost to sight. 

21 . 7*75 MIDNAY point. .Mrs Salter w-as the only witness to a puzzling circular 

shaped bright orange object. It was-seen at 5*45am for 4 minutes. 
The object was very low over a clump of trees tu the NE and look-' 
ed to be in front of the distant hills. The edge of the light was 
pulsing all the time. Finally it seemed to get smaller and smaller 
as though going’ directly away from the vatness. 

31*7*75 BUNFYMEDE,.Woman motorist east of Runnymede at 6.50am spots lights above 
a roadside paddock to her south. Looks like two large headlights 
lOOyfls off road and above the tree tops, underneath in the middle 
was a steady red light. A bright blue beam was shinning down into 
the paddock below. The witness hurried on to report it to the 
Sorell police. At the time of writing there are rumours of a 
truck being stopped and a car pacing on the same road. To date 
the Centre has hot been able to track down the witnesses.

26 . 6.75 RUKNYIIEDE. .Mr D.Newall was returning home on the Tasman Hway a mile west 

of Runnymede when he stopped to look at lights over a roadside

- ■ dark grey oval. Estimated as l8ft in width and 40ft up some 4ooyds 
off the road. Mr Newall drovo^vhen the object approached. 

27*6.75 FAJJLKNSR. .Under investigation still a report that a similar object was 

seen by motorist heading towards Granton. At 6pm a series of lights 
with a red seperate light in the centre was over Mt Faulkner. 

16 . 7.75 CAETPBELLTOM. .A milk tanker driver and his passenger wore suprised to see 

a long or bus shaped object briefly pace their tanker at 8 . 05 pm 
when they were some 2 miles south of Campbelltown. TJhat at first 
looked like a star to the west suddenly came closer, appearing 
bigger and brighter with an orange colour beneath. It was estimated 
to be 200yds away from the roadside and was very low at this close 
approach appearing in front of a hillside as it paced the tanker 
for 20 seconds. It went out of sight to the south. I’Kaat looked 
like dark patches were seen along the side of the .object. Ten 
minutes later near Tunbridge the object reappeared from the west 
passing ahead of the tanker and was lost to sight. 

21 . 7*75 MIDW/iY P0IRT..Mrs Salter was the only witness to a puzzling circular 

shaped bright orange object. It was seen at 5*45ara for 4 minutes. 
The object was very low over a clump of tr.ees tu the NE and look-' 
ed to be in front of the distant hills. The edge of the light was 
pulsing all the time. Finally it seemed to get smaller and smaller 
as though going’ directly away from the witness. 

31 * 7*75 runnymede..W oman motorist east of Runnymede at 6.50am spots lights above 
a roadside paddock to her south. Looks like two large headlights. 
lOOyfls off road and above the tree tops, underneath in the middle 
was a steady red light. A bright blue beam was shinning down into 
the paddock below. The ?dtness hurried on to report it to the 
Sorell police. At the time of writing there are rumours of a 
truck being stopped and a car pacing on the same road. To date 
the Centre has hot been able to track down the witnesses. 

3 . 8,75 C’YGffiET. .A strange roaring ball of yellov/ light with blue sparklers on it 
woke the witness at l.jGam. It was a foot wide and situated by 
the bedroom curtains. No doors or windows were open to have all¬ 
owed the ball access to the room. It suddenly' went off like a 
light ?;hen approached. The noise continued for another 10 secs 
before fading. The noise Avas heaid by next door neighbours. The 
case is still under investigation.

9 . 8.75 STAl'ILEY". .About midnight on Saturday a large light 20 times star sized ■ •• 
was seen out over the sea north east of Stanley. It was first seen by 
Mrs V.Brooks who saw it close by shinning a beam down in a neighbour's 
garden. The light was called to the attention of Mr B.Cox by which time. 
... . it was'out over the sea. 

14 * 8.75 STRAHAN (from Advocate 19 . 8 . 75 ) ^ UPO passed low over Strahan last Thurs¬ 
day according to a report made to local police. Mr and Mrs P.Gonn who 
told police of the sighting said the UPO looked like a ball of flame. 

It was clearly visible as it passed directly above their house at V'est 
Strahan. Const C.Trafford of Strahan police said according to the Conns 
the UPO made a v/hooshing noise. 

The sighting which lasted 4 minutes was made at 7 pni 9 the UPO heading

1972 REPORT OP OBJECT Oil LYELL HimVirf. 

Mrs M.Harris has completed details for the Centre of an object encountered on the 
Lyell Highway 31 miles east of Queenstown on the night of July 51^^ 1972. 

She recounts how her husband was driving when they noticed what seemed to be a mass 
of bright flourescent type light seemingly on the road coming towards them. The light 
was so bright it lit up the surrounding area clearly. 

The approaching object then seemed to lift into the air and atthe same time its lights 
blinked out. The Harrises were only travelling slowly at this point due to the road 
being rebuilt. 

They had a good look at an oval shaped object which could be seen down on the left 
hand side embamkment with a small beam of light coming out of each end. 

Returning the next day Mrs Harris recalls that there was a distinct flattened area 
in the undergrowth where the object had been seen after it left the road. 

In May 1971 flattened areas of undergrowth were found at Lynchford south of Queen¬ 
stown following humming noises at night and reaction from the dogs nearby. The 
Strahan Police Officer has also mentioned that lastsummer (1974/75) three patches 
of button grass forming a triangle and a crescent shaped indentation were found 
out near the King River. 

Lewisham Sightii.g. 

Another 1972 case came from George Me Hugh of the Ball and Chain Restaurant. He made 
the sighting mn October 21, 1972, and has only now contacted the Centre. He said he 
"ivas very shaken at the timeT lIe^'sYi\Jirii UPO about 2am near Lewisham. It cruised 
along a valley and a powerfull light beam from it illuminated stock in the area. 

Hr Me Hugh a well travelled man, estimated the UPO to be half the size of a modern 
jumbo jet. The craft was pulsing all the time. 

The sighting lasted for three minutes and then the UPO flow quickly in the direction 
of Port Arthur.
